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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The body of claim 17 that recites "contacting said preformed film with a protein 
..." does not further limit the preamble that is directed to a method of manufacture. 
Additionally, claims 19 and 21 also contain reference to methods of contacting with a 
protein that do not further limit the method of manufacture. 

Clarification could be achieved by deleting the reference to the method of use. 
However, if the reference to binding a protein is deleted, the general method of 
manufacture could be read on the previously applied reference Gerfin et al. who also 
teaches manufacture of a noncrystalline sensor. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
characterization of WO 96/00198 supplied by Applicants in the international preliminary 
examination report.

Applicant's arguments filed 4/3/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants remarks concerning Kossovsky et al. were convincing because 
eventhough the references teach the claimed zinc oxide coating it fails to described the 
claimed "nanocrystalline" particle sizes as defined in the specification. Additionally, 
Applicants' are correct in stating Gerfin teaches immobilizing vitamin B12 and does not 
teach the claimed proteins. The Office agrees with Applicants analysis that one would 
not have expected a binding site for B12 to also be applicable to the claimed proteins. 

Applicants state WO 96/00198 teach a noncrystalline sensor and immobilization 
of protein but the two are unrelated. The Office maintains the referenced 
characterization of WO 96/00198 describes the connection between the protein and the 
sensor. It is suggested Applicants get a translation of WO 96/001 98 . In the absence of 
a translation, the Office will maintain the characterization of record In the International 
Preliminary Examination report.
